Bear of a problem 

Group accuses province of putting politics before grizzly welfare 


Members of an advisory 
group say Alberta is put¬ 
ting politics before 
science by delaying a de¬ 
cision on protecting the 
province’s dwindling 
number of grizzly bears. 

In March, the govern¬ 
ment-appointed Endan¬ 
gered Species Conservation 
Committee told the 
province it should list the 
bears as a “threatened” 
species, based on research 
that says there are fewer 
than 700 grizzlies left in Al¬ 
berta. 

Two months have passed 


and the government still 
hasn’t made a decision on 
the recommendation and 
may not make a decision 
this year, saying it wants 
feedback from people in 
rural ridings. 

“They have all the infor¬ 
mation. The scientific sub¬ 
committee presented it to 
us and we all agreed that it 
makes sense, so take action 
now,” says Phillip Penner 
of Nature Alberta, one of 
the groups represented on 
the committee. 

“ft is political. Listing the 
species creates legal re-

sponsibilities for the gov¬ 
ernment. ft is a fear of 
what happens if they list 
the species and how they 
are going to manage our re¬ 
sources.” 

The delay is puzzling 


when you consider the 
committee that approved 
the recommendation in¬ 
cludes strong representa¬ 
tion from the energy, 
forestry and ranching sec¬ 
tors. The Canadian Associa¬ 
tion of Petroleum Produc¬ 
ers, the Alberta Forest Prod¬ 
ucts Association, the Alber¬ 
ta Fish and Game Associa¬ 
tion and Alberta Beef Pro¬ 
ducers all have representa¬ 
tives on the committee.

Sunday’s event caps a 
week of ceremonies held 
in the Netherlands to 
mark the 65th anniversary 
of Victory in Europe day. 

“ft was a super program 
today,” said Hare. “They 
went all out today and 
spared no cost.” 

Hare, along with Canadi¬ 
an and other Allied veter¬ 
ans, rode in the back of a 
restored armoured vehicle 
along a route stretching 
more than a kilometre, 
waving to the crowds who 
turned out to watch. 

“There was an awful lot 
of applause and thank 
yous as we went by.” 

The 85-year-old, who 
served with the Essex Scot¬ 
tish Regiment, has 
returned to the 
Netherlands four times 
over the past 65 years.

Ontario Catholic school rules 

• Under the rules for the Toronto Catholic District School Board, 
all teaching personnel and others who work directly with chil¬ 
dren need to be Catholic. This is protected under the Ontario 
Human Rights Code. A subsection of the code states the act 
doesn't affect the rights and privileges of separate school 
boards under the Constitution Act of 1867. 


Pakistan asks for more help 


Unemployed, non¬ 
religious educators in On¬ 
tario are turning to 
Catholicism in an attempt 
to secure a coveted teach¬ 
ing position, even it 
means lying in confession 
about whether they’ve 
had pre-marital sex, some 
have revealed. 

“I don’t particularly like 
going (to mass) every Sun¬ 
day, but if this is what I 
have to do, then I’ll do it,” 
said a Toronto-area 
woman, who didn’t want 
to be identified. “I just re¬ 
ally want to be in a career. 
I just want it so badly.” 

The teacher said she has 
also been going to confes¬ 
sion regularly and speak¬ 
ing with a priest on a week¬ 
ly basis in order to receive 
the documents she needs 
to apply to the Toronto 
Catholic District School 
Board. She is not Catholic. 
In fact, she doesn’t consid¬ 
er herself religious.

Williams 
hangs tight 
to popularity 

With focus on third term, 
premier side-steps gaffes 


He’s prone to flashes of 
temper and personal 
attacks, but Danny 
Williams says he still likes 
being Canada’s most pop¬ 
ular premier and wants a 
third term. 

“I feel stronger, better 
than I ever did before,” the 
Newfoundland and Labra¬ 
dor leader said last week. 

“I know we’ve got a lot 
of issues in the province, 
but that’s what the job is 
all about. And, you know, I 
enjoy that. 

“We’re 18 months from 
an election and we’ll be 
good and ready,” he said of 
the fixed dated vote 
planned for Oct. 11, 2011. 

Questions were raised 
about the premier’s de¬ 
meanour after some espe¬ 
cially nasty public tussles. 
He is also recovering from 
heart valve surgery in Feb- 
ruaiy — a procedure that 
sparked a medicare uproar 
because he chose to have it 
done in Florida. In recent 
weeks and days, Williams 
has made headlines for 
rhetorical attacks on doc¬ 
tors, a Quebec judge and a 
furious exchange in the 
legislature with NDP 
Leader Lorraine Michael. 

Williams erupted last 
month under pointed 
questioning from Michael, 
a diminutive former nun. 
She asked when the pre¬ 
mier would stop “grand- 
standing” and reach a deal 
with doctors ensnared in 
protracted, increasingly 
bitter contract talks with 
the province. 

“This is about getting an 
agreement and bringing 
good health care to the 
people of the province — 
not playing cheap, dirty 
politics like you do,” 
Williams yelled across the 
house of assembly. 

“Holier than thou, the 
member for Signal Hill- 
Quidi Vidi!” 

Last week, Williams 
went after a ruling by Que¬ 
bec Judge Clement Gascon 
dismissing the province’s 
environmental claims 
against insolvent Abitibi¬ 
Bowater. 

Williams wants to force 
the restructuring company 
to cover cleanup work that 
could cost hundreds of mil¬ 
lions of dollars. 

But Williams has admit¬ 
ted that in the govern¬ 
ment’s rush to expropriate 
Abitibi assets — a move 


the company is challeng¬ 
ing under the North Amer¬ 
ican Free Trade Agreement 
— it mistakenly seized a 
paper mill that needs 
pricey cleanup work. 

That gaffe has been rich 
fodder for Liberal critics 
who say the province, al¬ 
ready facing a $ 194-million 
deficit, is likely on the 
hook for those costs. 

The government is ap¬ 
pealing Gascon’s ruling. 

“The honourable judge 
in Quebec obviously has 
no time for Newfoundland 
and Labrador, and what he 
has done has gone beyond 
his constitutional compe¬ 
tence. 

“He made palpable and 
overriding errors of fact.” 

The premier’s popularity 
speaks for itself, and he 
has never shrunk from 
speaking his mind. 

Two independent polls 
in March suggest un¬ 
matched personal and gov¬ 
ernment approval ratings 
of 80 to 93 per cent. Other 
leaders across the country 
can only marvel at such 
numbers. 

But some political 
watchers wonder about 
the democratic toll of a 
premier who rules so ab¬ 
solutely. There are 43 Pro¬ 
gressive Conservatives, 
four Liberals and one New 
Democrat in one of the 
most uneven legislatures 
in the country. 

“The reality is that a 
friendly dictatorship defi¬ 
nitely applies in this case,” 
said Alex Marland, a politi¬ 
cal scientist at Memorial 
University. 

“A number of the parlia¬ 
mentary principles that 
are supposed to occur 
don’t occur here. The 
biggest problem is the lack 
of opposition and the lack 
of scrutiny of government 
operations.”

Vancouver Vancouverites 
may want to thank a 
school of fertile herring 
for the rare chance to see 
Pacific white-sided dol¬ 
phins and grey whales in 
the waters near the city re¬ 
cently, according to a sci¬ 
entist with the Vancouver 
Aquarium. 

Lance Barrett-Lennard, 
head of the whale and dol¬ 
phin research program, 
said while it’s not uncom¬ 
mon to see these animals 
off the coast, they don’t 
tend to venture so close to 
the city. 

On May 6, hundreds of 
dolphins were spotted 
swimming around Lion’s 
Bay. The previous day, a 
grey whale was seen in 
False Creek. “It could be a 
coincidence,” Barrett- 
Lennard said. “It could, 
however, be (because) there 


Faster Internet 
stretches farther 

broadband The federal gov¬ 
ernment plans to expand 
broadband Internet access 
to several rural and remote 
locations across the coun¬ 
try, Industry Minister Tony 
Clement said yesterday.

The whales — 
which eat herring eggs — 
may be especially hungiy, 
Barrett-Lennard added, 
since they’re migrating to 
Alaska from Mexico where 
they have been fasting for 
months. “The ones that are 
stopping to feed may well 
be the ones who don’t 
have enough fat as they 
need to get up to Alaska.” 

The presence of the dol¬ 
phins is interesting, said 
Barrett-Lennard, because 
they tend to live out in the 
deeper ocean. 

“Over the past few years 
we’ve seen a group of 
about 70 or 80 around 
Powell River and Nanaimo. 
We’ve never seen 150 and 
never in Howe Sound,” he 
said. 


Hookahs one of 
the latest fads 

smoking A new fad is 
threatening to undercut 
the hard-fought gains of 
laws that have placed 
strict limits on smoking 
in public, experts say. The 
smoking of hookahs — 
waterpipes evocative of 
Cairo’s Kasbah or a Saha¬ 
ran oasis — is surging in 
popularity among young 
adults, research suggests. 
And in a number of 
places, laws aimed to 
keep bars and restaurants 
cigarette-free don’t ban 
the aromatic smoke 
swirling from these exotic 
waterpipes. 
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health care After rebuilding 
his life following a severe 
brain injuiy Jason Gaudet 
now longs for a job and his 
own home — if only there 
was a place he could go. 

Gaudet, 28, a powerfully 
built former infantryman 
has progressed in the past 
two years from the car 
crash that left him in a co¬ 
ma, through physical reha¬ 
bilitation, to the point 
where his greatest hurdle is 
now short-term memory 
lapses. Living with his par¬ 
ents in Kingston, N.S., he’s 
been on a waiting list since 
Februaiy to get into the 
Flowercart, a vocational 
centre 30 minutes away 
that assists adults with vaiy- 
ing forms of mental disabili¬ 
ties or brain injuries. 

“They help people like 
me get back into the work¬ 
force. I want to live on my 
own some day and I want 
to be independent,” said 
Gaudet. “It seems like I’m 
on a waiting list for every¬ 
thing, pretty much.” 

He turns to his mother 
Holly Hearn on the day be¬ 
fore Mother’s Day, wrap¬ 
ping his powerful arms 
around her small frame. “I 
just want to say thank 
you,” he said. 

Shortages of programs, 
lengthy waiting lists or 
simply no programs at all 
for those with acquired 
brain injuries are the norm 
in most areas of the coun¬ 
try, according to Shirley 
Johnson, president of the 
Brain Injury Association of 
Canada. 

And adults with ac¬ 
quired brain injuries often 
find friends and peers have 
disappeared, leaving them

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Mine tragedy in Russia 

Rescuers scrambling to free trapped workers

Rescue workers scrambled 
to save 83 people trapped 
in Russia's largest 
underground coal mine 
after two explosions killed 
at least 12 people and 
injured dozens more, 
officials said. 

Among those still trapped 
were rescue workers who 
had entered the Siberian 
mine after the first blast. A 
high level of methane gas 
after yesterday’s second, 
more powerful blast raised 
fears of further explosions 
and prevented more res¬ 
cuers from going into the 
mine for the rest of the day. 

The first rescue team was 
sent down early today to 
try to bring out five miners 
whose location had been 
established, said Valery Ko¬ 
rchagin, a spokesman for 
the Emergency Ministry. It 
was not clear, however, 


whether the miners were 
still alive, he said. 

The second explosion de¬ 
stroyed the main air shaft 
and all of the mine’s 
above-ground structures, 
the governor of the Siber¬ 
ian region of Kemerovo 
told Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin during a 
meeting with emergency 
officials, according to a 
government transcript. 

By late yesterday, it was 
still too dangerous to enter 
the mine because of high 
levels of methane gas, said 
Emergency Minister Sergei 
Shoigu, who flew to the 
scene from Moscow to take 
charge of the operation. 


“Now we have to do 
everything possible to 
avoid a third explosion,” 
the state news agency RIA 
Novosti quoted him as 
telling miners’ families. 

“It’s clear the situation is 
difficult,” Putin said. “We 
could even say very diffi¬ 
cult, tragic. Dozens of peo¬ 
ple remain in the mine ... 
Their fate is unknown. 
And the saddest thing is 
that additional rescuers 
cannot be sent into the 
mine right away.” 

He ordered workers to 
use all means available to 
ventilate the mine as quick¬ 
ly as possible.

U.S. AG: Pakistani Taliban involved with plot 


Washington Saying they 
obtained new evidence, 
senior White House offi¬ 
cials said yesterday that 
the Pakistani Taliban were 
behind the failed Times 
Square car bombing. 

The attempt marks the 
first time the group has 
been able to launch an at¬ 
tack on U.S. soil. 

And while U.S. officials

Last on my list of ETS’ in¬ 
efficiencies is the lack of 
transit-signal priority con¬ 
trolled lights at intersec¬ 
tions. If I had to guess, I’d 
say that one-quarter of the 
time spent on a bus is 
spent unnecessarily wait¬ 
ing at lights. 

That said, if TSP intersec¬ 
tions are too expensive to 
install, at least put the bus 
stops before the lights and 
not just after them. This 
way, if a bus has to stop at 
a red light, at least it can 
load and unload passen¬ 
gers instead of just sitting 
there.

Canada, Quebec rift remains: Duceppe 


Two decades after the death 
of the Meech Lake accord, 
Quebec sovereigntists say a 
deep rift remains between 
the province and the rest of 
Canada. 

The possibility of reforms 
to Canadian federalism is 
simply an illusion for Que¬ 
becers, Bloc Quebecois 
Leader Gilles Duceppe told 
a party meeting Saturday. 

“Canadians have moved 
on to other things,” he said. 
“They build their countiy as 
they see fit, that’s all. 
They’re no longer open to 
satisfying the ambitions of 
Quebecers. Federalism is a 
dead end for Quebec.” 

He said a recent poll pub¬ 
lished by a sovereigntist or¬ 
ganization only served to 
confirm what he witnessed 
during his cross Canada trip 
last month — that veiy few 
people outside Quebec are 
willing to re-open the con¬ 
stitutional debate. 


The poll suggested that 
while 82 per cent of Quebe¬ 
cers favoured a new round 
of constitutional talks de¬ 
signed to get Quebec’s sig¬ 
nature on the Constitution, 
only 39 per cent of 
other Canadians felt 
the same way. 

It also indicated 
only 17 per cent of 
Canadians out¬ 
side Quebec 
thought the Consti- j I 
tution should 
recog¬ 
nize 
the 



province as a nation. Some 
73 per cent of Quebecers 
polled agreed with the 
statement. 

Pierre Drouilly, who 
helped author the poll, 
said Canadians believe 
many of these con¬ 
cerns can be resolved 
but they aren’t 
willing to re-open the 
debate.

Job growth up in April 


Jobs opened up across 
Canada in April, with the 
biggest monthly gain 
since 2002 as employment 
jumped by 109,000. 

The gain continues a 
strong trend, but with one 
difference: Since July 2009, 
most new jobs have been 
full-time. But in April, near¬ 
ly 60 per cent of the new 
jobs were part-time. 

“A veritable jobs gusher,” 
enthused Stewart Hall, 
economist with HSBC Secu¬ 
rities (Canada). 

But he tempered his view 
by noting that the jobs are 
mostly in the service sector. 

“In that the goods sector 
led the economy down the 
path to recession, it is a lit¬ 
tle disappointing that the 
goods sector failed to really 
participate in the jobs re¬ 
covery,” he noted. 

Because more Canadians 
went looking for work in 
April, the national unem- 


lumps 

Ontario recorded the 
biggest jump in employ¬ 
ment, at 41,000. But the un¬ 
employment rate remained 
stuck at 8.8 per cent in the 
province, as more people 
entered the workforce. The 
Royal Bank of Canada said 
in a note that the job num¬ 
bers show continued mo¬ 
mentum in the Canadian 
economy. 

ployment rate dropped only 
one-tenth of a point to 8.1 
per cent. 

Erin Weir, economist 
with the United Steelwork¬ 
ers, cautioned that the big 
jump in the overall num¬ 
ber masks the fact that 
many of the new jobs are 
relatively low-paying. 

In 2009, Canada’s aver¬ 
age hourly wage was 
$20.44, he noted. The new 


jobs are overwhelmingly 
in service industries that 
pay lower wages in the $14 
to $19 an hour range. 

All the job gains were in 
the private sector, accord¬ 
ing to Statistics Canada, 
which released the April 
figures Friday. And two- 
thirds of the new jobs 
went to adult men. 

“We look for the unem¬ 
ployment rate to slowly de¬ 
cline over 2010 as a sus¬ 
tained pickup in economic 
growth boosts employ¬ 
ment and at the same 
time, workers, who be¬ 
came discouraged during 
the economic slowdown, 
return to the labour force,” 
the Royal Bank of Canada 
said.

money in the early years.

In the time of the Salem 
Witch Trials fascination 
was considered a spell of 
witchcraft, an act punish¬ 
able by death. 

According to author, 
Sally Hogshead, the rea¬ 
son we make decisions to

Meatloaf 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 large onions, chopped 

2 large celery ribs, 
chopped 

1 large green bell pepper, 
chopped 

3 garlic cloves, minced 

2 lbs lean ground beef 

1 cup fresh bread crumbs 
1 egg white 

1 tsp salt 

1/2 tsp freshly ground 
black pepper 

2 cups chopped canned 
tomatoes in puree 

1/4 cup ketchup 

METHOD: 

1 Preheat oven to 350°F. 
Lightly coat 13 x 9-inch 
baking dish and large non¬ 
stick skillet with nonstick 
cooking spray. Set skillet 
over medium-high heat. 
Saute onions, celery, green 
pepper and garlic until 
soft, about 5 minutes. 
Transfer vegetables to 
large bowl. 

2 Add beef, bread crumbs, 


egg white, salt and pepper 
to vegetables in bowl and 
mix with hands. Combine 
tomatoes and ketchup in 
small bowl, add half to 
meatloaf mixture and mix 
again. 

3 Transfer meatloaf 
mixture to baking dish 
and shape into 10 x 7-inch 
loaf, mounding slightly in 
centre. Make lengthwise 
groove down centre with 
side of hand. Pour remain¬ 
ing tomato mixture into 
groove. Bake meat loaf un¬ 
til instant-read thermome¬ 
ter inserted in centre 
reaches 165°F (74°C), 
about 1 hour 15 minutes. 
Let stand 10 minutes 
before slicing.
